bungling detec'ives, ran screaming into the house 
and toia her mistress all. This lady's suspicions were 
at once aroused, and she forthwith sent for a police- 
man. But before the municipal minister arrived, 
several neighbors, who had learned the state of 
affairs, interfered, and advised the ‘ detectives” 
to make thems«lves ‘ scarce,” which kind edvice 
was immediately acted upon, and they departed. 
But not thus ended the contest for the custody of 
the cbildren. In due time the husband appeared 
upon the stage in propria PERSONA, and made his 
appheation in regular judicial form for the care, 
custody and control of the children. His leading 
reason for making this appeal to the court was, that 
the wife was an unfit, unsafo and dangerous person 
to be entrusted with euch custody. His accusation 
of course involved charges implicating the character 
of the wife, and an investigation to ascertain the 
evidence on which those charges rest. The court 
entertained the motion made by the husband for 
the possession of the children, and directed that 
the proper examination be had for tho legal solution 
the problem. Meanwhile, and pending the 
“¢cision upon the motion, the childron wero ordered 
into the custody of the court. The more vital 
portions of the cvidence bearing on the question 
could only be hed by sending to your great city, 
acd hence commissions were ordaed to take the 
needed testimony in New York. That testimony 
has been taken, and is now on judicial file here. 
This motion by the husband was made in the Marion 
Commission Pleas of Indiana, and though the evi- 
dence has been quietly transmitted from New York 
to the aforesaid court, yet by a peculiar construc- 
tion of olfactories, I have been led to snuff the 
dusky hiding-place of that evidence, and thus 
wandered into 2 full inside view of the mystery. The 
whole case, from the hurried glance I was able to 
give it, presents indeed a dish of highly seasoned 
viands.

On the motion for the custody of the children, the 
suit is pressed by 
ME. GEORGE W. SOUTHWICK, 
egainst Louisa C. Southwick, his wife, and Ellen 
Hines, the nurse cf Mrs. Southwick’s children. The 
nuree 18 thus included in the defence, more, it is 
likely, to satisfy the forme of the law, tian its spirt. 
Mrs. Louisa C. Southwick is the real defendant, 
whore name will doubticss be at once recognized 
by your numerous city readers, as will also that of 
her husband, Mr. Gcorge W. Southwick. From the 
evidence, at which I have been favored with a peep, 
az it sleeps bere on file, there appcars at least to 
have exi+ted in that Southwick femily a peculiar 
combination of fireside relations, The object of the 
husband was evid.ntly to prove the worthlessness 
of bia wife’s character, as a fit custodian of the 
children in question, and to do thie, the firet witness 
whore evidence he submitted to the court here, was 
that of Peter Nedcr,a colored gent, wno had officia- 
ted as steward in Mr. Scuthwick’s family in New 
York. But Peter’s testimony, though very strong 
and pointed against Mrs. Southwick on the direct 
examination, shakes fearfully and very like an utter 
collapse, under the cearchinz fire of the cross-exam- 
ination; so that the steward’s story on behalf of 
his employer, has very much the appearance of a 
lesson learned for the occasion, and to capture the 
children nolens volens, regardless of that simple and 
severe consistency, which straightforward trutbful- 
nese always, under al} clrcuwstanges, maintains for 
itscl?, But let us sce what the colored Peter Vedcr, 
with bis mind yet unconfased and unshocked by the 
oppesing counsel, has to say in eupport of Lis mas- 
ter’s morion on. the direct examination. This wit- 
ness, after stating that he is thirty years of age and 
that he lives at $18 West Twenty-second street, says 
that he has acted as steward for Mr. Southwick for 
the past two years ani a-half. He has of course 
known Mr. and Mrs. Southwick throughout this 
periéd, but Ellen Hines, the nurse who is coupled 
with Mrs. Southwick in the dcfence, having entered 
the family after the witness had engaged in it as 
steward, he has known for a somewhat shorter 
period. The witness states thc number of children 
of these contestants, while he was with them, to 
have been five, and that their namos are Caroline, 
George, Arthur, Ella and Renwick. He does not 
know their ages, but one of the daughters appears 
to be a young woman, who has reached tke age of 
marriageable maturity. The witness states that he 
first made the discovery of a difficulty in the family 
about a year sgo, though before that time they did 
not appear to live very happily. For a long time 
after making his first discoveiice, the witness could 
not solve the precise nature of the fam:!y troubles, 
but he saw several young men there by the name of 
Ohl] every (day. They consist of an uncle and his 
nephews, and they would be there from nino o'clock 
in the morning, till about four in the afternoon, and 
then would go home, In the evening they would 
return, and then stay generally till aficr ton o'clock. 
After that hour the witness could not tell how long 
they stayed, as he then. went to bed, 
The names of these friendly visitors are given as 
Adolphus Obj, Fred, Obl ana Harry Oh), The 
Ohristian name of the fourth gent, tho witness 
would nit give. He went on to etate that he had 
even Mre, Southwick sittirg in the lap of Adolphus 
Ohl, while the latter had his aim around the lady's 
neck. He had also seen the pair driuking when to- 
gcther in the dining room. When Mrs. 5. was sit- 
ting on the lap of Adolphus, they were in the front 
parlor. No one clse was with them in that perlor, 
When the witness made the lap-sitting discovery by 
his sudden appearance in the presence of the par- 
ties, Mrs. 8. got up from Adolphus’ lap. Again the 
witness averred, that he had on another occasion 
seco Mrs. Southwick standing on tl floor, while 
Adolphus was lying on the sofa, with his hand in 
exceedingly suspicious propinquity to the lady's 
nether drapery. The dusky witness went on further 
to agserverate, that he had seen Adolphus Ohl enter 
Mrs. Southwick’s bedroom about eight o’clock in the 
morning, before the Iady had yet made her appear- 
ance in the dining room, and that he stayed there 
about three quarters of an hour. The witness 
passed on to the stable at the time, and left Adol- 
phus in the |ludy’s room. He had seen Mrs. 8. sit- 
ting on the lap of Adolphus on two different occa- 
sions. On the first occasion the lady jumped up on 
seeing the witness, but the second time sbe con- 
tinued to eit still. The steward farther testifies 
that it was about ten months ago, when Adolphus 
Obl and his brothers first began to visit Mr. Scuth- 
wick’s house. Mrs. Southwick had sent for them, to 
come in to fill out a set to dance. This initial 2c- 
quaintance took place in the sping of the year, 
apd about four or five months bejore Mrs. South- 
wick left Mr. Southwick’s house, 
AN ASSAULT AND BATTERY 
is also disclosed in this evidence, iu which it is 
stated thaton acertain Monday, about 4 o'clock 
p. M., Mr. Adolphus Ohl assaulied Mr. Southwick in 
his own house. The witness had left the lunch on 
the table on that day, and recognized there as par- 
ticipant in the luncheon on that occasion, Miss Alice 
Wadsworth and Mrs. Wadsworth, Adolphus Onl, 
Mrs. Southwick and Miss Carrie Southwick. After 
setting out the lunch, the witness went to the stable 
for a carriage and-horses. Mrs. Southwick had 
sent him for the carriage and horses to drive the 
ladies, Mises Carrie Southwick and Alice Wadsworth, 


to the Park. When the witness went to the Park, coul 


he left at the house Mrs. Southwick and Adolphus 
Ohl, with the nurse, Ellen Hines, and Renwick, one 
of tho younger children.ffAt the aforesaid luncheon, 
the refreshments of the party were hqueded with 
‘ea and beer. Two quarte of strong beer were pre- 
@ nt to eearon the entertainment. On another oc- 
casion, (Mr. Joseph Wadsworth was found by Mr. 
Southwick concealed in the billiard room of the lat- 
ter’s mansion, with the door se barricaded, that Mr. 
Southwick and the witness could not shove it open.” 
Afier vainly trying the door the steward and Mr. 
Southwich went round to the kitchen to get in, and 
there found Joseph Wadsworth concealed in thé 
room, Mr. Smuthwick aeked him why he came to 
his house alter being forbidden to enter it, to which -

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the covert Wadeworth te seid to have 
that he had been invited theme by Mrs. 

Tt waa at Adolphus Ohi 

Mrs. ‘Southwick's h frequently, « hi 
very much under the influence of liquor. His gen- 
eral conduct at the house was m«rked by his walk: 
ing up and down the’ parlors. with Mim. Southwick 
hanging on his arm, and dHnking whiskey at the 
sideboard. During the winter of 188@; thekey to 
that sideboard was.sometimes kept by. Mra. South- 
wick, and sometimes by Adolphus Obl. During the 
aforesaid festive events, Mr.Southwick was supposed 
to be down town attending to his business. He 
usually left home about 8 a. uw. and returned about 
half-past 4p. ™. It was the witness’s general duty 
to wait upon the table at Mr. Southwick’s house, snd. 
he stated that Mr. Southwick’s deportment toward 
his wife and children, both at the table and 
elsewhere, had always been kind while the witness 
had been connected with the feuily: The children. 


As faras the witness could observe, the children 
were very fond of their father. On the contrary, he 
hed known Mrs. Southwick to kick two of the chil- 
dren, Arthur and Renwick, and strike them over the 
head. Mrs. Southwick left her husband’s house in 
April of last year. She was assisted in packing up 


preliminary to leaving, by Pred. Obl, Mre. and Miss 


Wadsworth. The foregoing partics sent the witness 
for the trunks and he brought them, but packed 
nothmg. Fred. Ohl engaged the ca:riage and exe 
press wagon to take away the things. When the 
packing was all complete, the carriage and express 
wagon came to the door, and Mrs. Southwick, Fred 
Obl, Alice Wadsworth and her wother got into the 
curriage, leaving Miss Carrie Southwick, Goorge and 
Arthur Southwick standing on the stoop, when those 
in the carriage drove off. Two of the children, Ells 
and Renwick, with the nurse, Ellen Hines, were left 
behind for the next load. The expressman and car- 
riage came a second time, and took away two tranks 
and a sewing machine, with Ella and Renwick, Ellen 
Hines and Mrs. Wadsworth. During these proceed- 
ing, Mr. Southwick was down town. 
I have thus given you a summary of the colored 
steward’s evidence, taken in chief on this sensitive 
fireside question, as présented iu the voluminous 
documents on file in the Marion Common Pleas. 
The intercst connected with this evidence, will be 
more vividly appreciated in your c'ty, where ell the 
parties are known. It is obviously a case of unu- 
sual household dramatic itterest. The names of 
Wadsworth herein mentioned, I recognize as New 
York names par ercellerce. May they not sustain 
some relation to a gentlem2n of the same name, for- 
merly a candidate for Governor of the EmpireState? 
But our colored Peter Veder’s evidence is not yet 
concluded. After ho bad finished all he had to say, 
in support of Mr. Southwick’s moticn to get posses- 
sion of the two children, and in demolition of Mrs. 
Southwick’s character for womanly chastity, the 
counsel for the assailed woman took up the steward, 
and proceeded to “put bim through a course of 
sprouts.” After a series of widely cireamlocutory 
questions addressed to Peter, the counsel for the 
lady suddenly asked the witnees ths following : 
Q. When did did you make up your mind to swear 
against her? A. All the while since the trouble has 
been, 
The witness had the simplicity further to aver, 
that he never told Mr. 8. or any one e)se, that he in- 
tended to swear against Mrs. 8., but that he kept 
entirely secret to himself all the time. 
Tois answer was followed by a succession of cross- 
interrogatories, respecting the liquors kept in the 
sideboard for the family. These liquors consisted 
maijuly of brandy, whiskey and wine, (sherry.) Mr. 
Southwick bad complained to the steward of the 
mystcrious disappearance of these liquors, and had 
accused the steward of drinking them. But he had 
only accused the steward of this two or three times 
cn all of which occasions the witness denied the 
liquorish impeachment. But it will be remembered 
that this witness said on his direct examination, 


that Adolphus Ohl was an almost daily patron of 
Mr. Southwich’s liquor sideboard. And yet the lat- 
ter had only missed liquors two or three times, ac- 
cording to the number of his accusations preferred 
against the steward. But again, on the cross-exam- 
ination, the steward said there were two keys to the 
aforceaid sideboard, both of which were in the cus- 
tody of Mrs. 8. And yet on his direct examination 
he said that Mrs. 8. kept one key, and Ado!phus Onl 
the other. He had quite cften heard Mr. 8. com- 
plein to his wife about the di arance of the 
iquor frem the eideboard. Mr. 8. rarely gave his 
gentleman friends liquor when they came to the 
house. He did not have maay calls from gentleman 
frie.ds, after the Obl’ begax to cume there. But 
etill further on, though thé witness had before tes- 
tified that Mr. Obl habitually carried one of tho keys 
to the sideboard, he now testified that he could not 
say that he had seen that key with Adolphus Ohl as 
many as three times. He eaw none of the family 
drink beter except Mrs. 8. and Adolphus Oh), On 
the morning when Mr, Ohl wentinto Mrs. 8.’s room, 
he called about nine o’clock. The witness let him 
in, when Mr. O. inquired for Mrs. 8. Whereupon 
the witnees went part of the way up stairs to see 
where Mrs. 8. was, when he met a Miss Hull, a 
young lady who had called at the house, leaning on 
the bannisters, who told the witness to tell Mr. O. 
to come up stairs, as Mrs. 8. wanted him to come 
up. Thereupon the steward told Mr. 0. to go up 
stairs, and the witness went immediately down into 
the kitchen. Mr. O. went up stairs at once as ° 
gested.

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Justice Derzarep.—.As journalists whose at- 
tention is directed to a speciality, we have had 
ample experience of the immense amount of 
licentiousness prevailing among the youth of the 
community in this present day. True, they are 
surrounded by temptations of the most alluring 
nature ; and true it is also, that the foree of ex- 
ample has worked strongly in developing and 
bringing to the eurface roots of evil that other- 
wise might have lain dormant. In every eense 
example begrg a great responsibility—a weighty 
inflaence—for good or ill. The extravagance of 
the wealthy is imitated at a distance by those less 
favored of fortane. A reckless, feverish desire 
to vie with one another pervades the whole com- 
munity. Old-fashioned, prudent economy is at 
a discount, and now-a-days people no longer c'r- 
cumscribe their wants by their means. In business 
circles we see the clerks struggling with might 
and main, to imitate in a degree, the expensive 
habits of the junior partner, and in turn, the sub- 


the “fast” clerks. The one set make fraudulent 
returns, or force fictitious balances, while the 
other pilfer the cash drawer or purluin the pro- 
perty of their employers, and thus start on the 
road to ruin—all that they may satisfy an un- 
healthy appetite, fostered to an almost unappeasa- 
ble gnawing by the influence of pernicious exam- 
ple. The youth or young man who thus betrays 
his employer's confidence to procure the means 
to gratify extravagant desires or guilty passion, 
unfortunately has but little difficulty in disposing 
of the property hehas stolen. “ Fences” abound 
in this and the neighboring cities, and the pro- 
perty stolen in Brooklyn or Jersey City is brought 
to New Yerk to be turned into cash, and vice 
versa, as the case may be. The law, with severest 
indignation, justly frowns upon “receivers”— 
those skulking vagabonds whose eole object in 
life seems to be to abet crime by inciting others 
to plunder, regardless of what wily prove the 


consequencos to their miserable dupea—the prison 
or the scaffold. The law looks upon the receiver 


of stolen property as worse than the thief, and 
properly so, for probably in many instances even 
the force of vicious example might fail to impel 
a lad to theft, if the receiver's den did not stand 
open, presenting a tempt'ng facility whereby to 
dispose of the stolen property. The law pres- 
cribes severe punishment for the crime of re 
ceiving stolen goods, and courts of justige on the 
conviction of parties so offending, have been in 
the habit of exercising their full powers in deal- 
ing with these criminal pests. It is an offence 
against property, directly; and sequentially may 
lead to outrage upon human life, and being per 
sea prime starting point upon the road to crime, 
the safety of sqciety demands that the ministers 
of justice shall punish- it with marked severity. 
There can be no mitigating circumstances about 
knowingly receiving stolen goods, and so in pan- 
ishing convicted receivers the law should have. 
its fall swing, and the walls of a State prison 
enclose their vagabond carcasses. 

In view, then, of the great diefavor in which the 
law, the administration of justice and the entire 
community hold this crime, we were surprised 
and pained to notice that a few weeks ago a 
convicted receiver was so lenjently dealt with by 
a judge in high position. 

A man named Driscoll, was tried in Brooklyn 
before Hon. J. Dikeman, County Judge of Kings 
county, on a charge of buying for thirty dollars 
from a young,man of cighteen or so, a lot of tin- 
foil worth three hundred dollars, the accused 
knowing the same to have be2n stolen. He was 
convicted and sentencec—%o the State Prison 
where he ought to have been sent? Not at all. 
He was condemned to pay a fine of two hundred 
aud fifty dollars, or in default of payment to be 
imprisoned for six months! The convicted re- 
ceiver paid the fine at once and walked out of 
court “disenthralled,” but by no means “ regen- 
erated.” Well could he afford to pay the fine in 
preference to the alternative. What punishment 
is a fine to a theiving ghoul who buys stolen 
goods at one tenth their value? None whatever. 
We are at a loss to anderstand why Judge Dike- 
man exercised his discretion in favor of a con- 
victed receiver of stolen goods. If his Honor’s 
action in that case is followed asa precedent, we 
apprehend that the most injurious results will 
inevitably enste.

greatness and felt the thrilling emotions which it 
evoked. Thus a dim standard of excellence is 
created. Jn the mere personnel of the dramatic art 
nature, that too seldom repeats herself in this re- 
spect, does not furnish a supply that equals the 
demand, and yet the managers of our places of 
dramatic amusements are still enforced to keep as 
nearly to the standard set up by the past as that 
supply will warrant. In other words, as in opera, 
the people will not be satisfied with mediocrity or 
inferiority in the drama, as measured by the tradi- 
tional standards referred to, if better can be had. 
Aside from this, however, we have had a standard 
of excellence set up in the mounting of drama- 
tic works on the stage, which is dependent 
solely on taste, art and mechanical ingenuity, 
and which is now taking an influence that 
will overshadow the whole country. Max Maretsek 
gave us the operatic standard and Lester Wallack’s 
father the dramatic, and it is but just to say that 
Lester has improved upon the lesson taught him by 
his great father. These two people have exercised 
& great influence for good upon the refined amuse- 
ments of the stage, which will be felt long after their 
managerial careers ahal] have come to an end. The 
“Chief,” who is a severe critic in matters of dre- 
matic art, may like to see the caustic used once in 
a while, if not frequently; but he should siili re- 
member that judicious praise is the reward of merit 
and the spur to exertion. It is therefore that. we 
say with pleasure, that the higher order of our

great European capitals, Let us take first in view 
the opera. The company of our new and beautiful 
Academy is the strongest that has ever been heard 
in this country -so strong that it can be divided 
into three different forces and give six operas each 
week—operas that require finish of voice—without 
fatigue to its numbers.

Miss Kellogg has madea very marked improvement in 
her voice since she last a: before our publid, 
and in her acting she showed powers as = comse- 
dienne of a very marked cbatacter. This feature 
was very finely displayed in the “‘ Barbiere,” but it 
was pretminently shown in “Crispino.” Ronconi, 
in this opera, is the very quintessence of fun and 
jollity, and frequently by his exccusive drolleries set- 
the house into. irrepressible roars of laughter. His 
facial contortions and grotesque movements, his 
dancing, more especially the saltatory effort when he 
has received the bag of gold from the Fsiry—which 
we shall christen the pas dole sur um gril brullent— 
all struck the audience as being the ne plus ultra of 
comic effort. Antonucci and Bellini were both in fine 
:trim and fully up to their work. The opera was an 
immense success, and on a repetition we are conf- 
dent that it would again bring together one of the 
most numerous and fashionable audiences that we 
have ever seen in any place of public amusement in 
New York. 

On Monday night, Parepa—since she has married 
Carl Rosa, known as Parepa Rosa—made her debit 
in opera as Leonore in Ferdi’s nvisy, but melodious, 
work of ‘‘ Trovatore,” with the most signal and pro- 
nounced succese. This is truly a wonderful women 
and a great artiste. She possesses a voice that we 
have often praised, after having heard it in the ‘¢on- 
cert room, for ite meiodic quality in each register 
and for its great flexibility, or more properly its mal.

One morning last fall Mrs. Miller was found lying on 
the floor in her sitting room with her throat cut ‘and 
a bloody rasor ‘lying close to her hand. Her hus- 
band and’sister had taken an early breakfast, and 
gone out two or three hours before. The position 
in which the body was found, the proximity of the 
rasor to the right hand, and the absence of any- 
thing to indicate a struggle, led to the opinion that 
it was sccused self-murder. Coroner Taylor was 
summoned, and he with his sagscious clerk, 
Fletcher, proceeded to hold an inquest upon the ides. 
Tt was a suicide and nothing else. I am not quite 
certain, but I believe a verdict to that effect was 
rendered. Fortunately-for the cause of justice and 
andthe good name of Mrs. Miller, an examination 
of the head of the unfortunate woman led to the dis- 
covery that there were severe wounds on the top of 
it, which she could not have inflicted herself. A 
post-mortem was then made, and it established the 
fact beyond all doubt. Here-was a case calling for 
the exercise of thought, tu discover the murderer. 
It was known that Gottleib Williams was an occa- 
sional visitor at the house, and he was unmistakably 
a bad man. He hadbeena bad boy—had committed 
a murder when but sixteen years old, had gone to 
California, and barely escaped falling into the hands 
of the vigilance committee—had become a wanderer 
on his return without any fixed habitation, and he 
Was generally dreaded as one would dread a byens- 
Here wasa starting point. But why should Gott- 
leib Williams kill Mra; Miller? Sho, sofar as known, 
Had-always treated him kindly—fed him when he 
visited the house, and had, on more than ore occa- 
“sion, given him money. The motive is believed to 
have been plunder.

He attempted to explain the ‘blood spots and 
stains upon his clothes; said he had been to a 
slaughter house and bad falien down just after hog- 
killing, but this was disproved. The trial took 

lace last week, and occupied six days, the termina- 
ion being reached on Saturday evening, at five and 
a half o’clock, when the jury, after a short delibera- 
tion, came into Court with a verdict of guilty of the 
highest crime known to the law—wilful and deliber- 
ate murder. Williame was ably defended by Messrs.
